Church Road, according to the 
application, is a dirt road wit 
little traffic south of where it 
crosses the Santa Fe tracks. It 
is pro to abandon this por- 
tion of the road and to extend the 
street along the north side of the 
tracks to Telegraph Road. 

Figures compiled by the State 
Highway Commission show that 
Whittier Boulevard is the heaviest 
traveled highway in Southern Call- 
forma and serves as a direct feed- 
er for traffic onto Telegraph Road.

Outside the 
bakery was the automobile bear- 
ing the license number furnished 
Kennedy. The arrest and confes-.
